37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case 
unless both applicant and examiner agree that the examiner will record same.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

Regarding claim 1 amended to recite "a viscosity greater than about 20 to 50 mm2/sec", the examiner asked whether 
"20 to 50" was meant as a range, so that the limitation is equivalent to "a viscosity greater than about 50 mm2/sec" and 
the applicant's representative confirmed this. Also asked whether "depositing a liquid crystal material" was meant to 
exclude the injection process which is often used; the answer was yes, devices in which the liquid crystal is injected 
after the substrates are attached to each other are outside the scope of these claims. Finally, the examiner had 
previously been confused over the "heat-treating... to activate" limitation, a confusion caused by assuming that the 
liquid crystal material must go through a phase transition and stay at the low viscosity state after the heating is 
completed. The applicants' representative clarified that, while this is not excluded, the claims would also read on the 
liquid crystal having the lower viscosity only temporarily during the heat-treating process.
